Property Update 


{ n the last issue of Reflections, an extensive report was made on the develop- 
ments which hopefully would have led to building a new Redeemer Pals campus. 


Since that report, much has happened. 


Regular Reflections readers will recall that Redeemer College was negotiating to purchase 
some property in Ancaster Township, owned by Mr. Peter Turkstra of Hamilton. Careful ex- 
amination and consideration of all the obstacles (particularly rezoning problems) relating to 
this property led Redeemer College officials to the conclusion that it was unlikely that con- 
struction could commence on this site for many years to come. 

However, primarily through the efforts of project managers, F.J. Reinders and Associates, 


an alternative site was located. 


This new site is also located on Highway 53 in Ancaster, about one mile closer to 
Hamilton. For those who are familiar with the area, it is located between Kitty Murray Lane

and Springbrook Road near the Ancaster Fairgrounds. The site is 
approximately 50 acres in size. The sale price is $3,500.00 per 


The agreement of purchase and sale has many conditions, in- 
cluding Board of Governors approval as well as Redeemer College 
membership approval. All the necessary rezoning and permits 
must be in place before the sale can close, but few problems are 
anticipated. The agreement also includes a condition to purchase 
an adjacent 26-acre parcel of land at an acceptable price, thereby 
raising the total acreage to 76. 

This rolling property has some trees and consists of sandy loam, 
making it ideal for campus development. While it is presently a 
totally rural setting, urban development is anticipated to take place 
on adjacent properties within the next ten years. 

The membership of the College will be asked to ratify the 
purchase, provided all the conditions have been met, at the annual 
meeting scheduled for April. 

Elsewhere in this issue of Reflections, there is an explanation of 
how financing is planned for the new campus. It stands to reason 
that even with the first million dollars pledged for the campus, 
larger amounts of money need to be raised. 

Your continued prayers are solicited as Redeemer College 
moves forward in faith.

University Presidents 
Inspect Redeemer 


S ome time ago, Redeemer College ap- 
plied for provisional membership in 
the Association of Univesities and Colleges 
of Canada (AUCC). 

In response to the application, the AUCC 
office in Ottawa commissioned three 
University presidents and its Director of 
Research and Analysis to visit Redeemer 
College and inspect all aspects of its opera- 
tion. During the summer of 1984, 
Redeemer was notified that the visit would 
take place on October 30 and 31 (Reforma- 
tion Day), 1984. 

The members of the inspection team in- 
cluded: Dr. W. Saywell, President and 
Vice-chancellor, Simon Fraser University, 
Burnaby, BC; Mr. C. Hamel, Recteur et 
président, conseil d'administration, Univer- 
sité de Sherbrooke, Sherbrooke, Quebec; 
Rev. Father G. MacKinnon, President, 5t. 
Francis Xavier University, Antigonish, Nova 
Scotia; Dr. A.M. Kristjanson, Director, 
Research and Analysis, Association of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada, Ot- 
tawa, Ontario. 

The weeday visit went very well, but-was 
very intensive, The inspection committee 
met with the President, other members of 
the administration, the faculty, students, 
the Academic Council, and members of the 
Board and constituency. They toured the 
facilities, paying particular attention to the 
library. They ae visited the dorms.

A post-inspection analysis of the visit by 
the College administration was very 
favourable. It was the feeling of the College 
that the inspection team was very pleasant- 
ly surprised and impressed by what they 
discovered. 

The ‘visiting committee will prepare a 
report with a specific recommendation 
regarding Redeemer College's application 
for provisional membership, This report 
will be presented to the membership of the 
AUCC at a meeting in early March. Rev. De 
Bolster has been invited to attend this 
meeting. While it is difficult to project the 
outcome of this committee's recommenda- 
tion, we are hopeful that the outcome will 
be positive. 

Provisional membership in the AUCC 
could provide many significant benefits for 
Redeemer College. It will mean a great deal 
of added credibility for the academic pro- 
gram, making credit transfer to other in- 
stitutions easier. Il may mean some povern- 
ment financial support in the form of grants 
for research projects of the professors and 


grants tor students. in financial need. —
